his party cannot expect his decisions 
upon political questions when rendered 
adverse to the oppositton to be accept- 
ed as the fair and honest decision of an 
inypartial Judge.’’ 

The statement was made in connection 
with a review of Judge Evans’ decision 
holding that tne inmates of the Sol- 
diers’' Home at St. James were not en- 
titled to vote, a decision which took a 
Republican out of office and substituted 
a Democrat in his stead. Mr. Hadley 
further said: 

“We have to elect at the coming elec- 
tion two members of the Supreme Court 
of the State. There is no branch of the 
Siate Government concerning the pcr- 
sonnel of which the people should be 
more particular, for in our system and 
form of government the power of the 
judiciary is greater than the power of 
the Executive and Legislative depart- 
ments combined. It avails nothing for 
the Legislative Department to enact 
laws, or for the executive to undertake 
to enforce them, if the ‘courts declare 
laws enacted unconstitutional, and re- 
verse for technical errors convictions 
that may come before it on appeal. 


Scores Evans’ Selection. 


“If I should wish to corruptly con- 
trol the affairs of the State, I should 
endeavor to narne the Judges, and I 
would care not who enacted or attempt- 
ed to enforce the laws. 

“While during the course of the last 
few years there has been some criti- 
cism, particularly from Democratic 
sources) 2et, ef .the decisions of the 
Supreme Court of Missouri and the 
present candidates of the Democratic 
party for membership in that court, I 
Shall not either repeat or discuss that 
which has been said in this regard. 

“In order that our laws and the courts 
which administer and enforce our laws 
should enjoy that respect from the pub- 
lic which tends to the protection of the 
rights of property and of person, and 
preserve the peace and order of society, 
no one should indulge in recklesg or ill- 
considered criticism of the judiciary. 
For that reason, I do not care to enter 
into a statement or a discussion of the 
criticisms that have been made against 
the Supreme Court. or the charges 
that have been made against 
the -present Democratic judicial candi- 
dates, or the convention which nominat- 
ed them. 

“But whatever may be the truth or 
falsity of these charges to which I 
have referred, I think it can with com- 
plete fairness be said that the action 
of the State Democratic convention two 
years ago and this year in selecting 
a judge of a circuit court as chairman 
of the Democratic State Committee 
has done much to create a lack of 
confidence on the part of the people 
im the impartiality of the judiciary, 
and has done much towards inject- 
. ing political influences into the selec- 
tion of our candidates for judicial po- 
sitions. 

“The very system of our form of 
Government demands that the judi- 
clary should be free from the cor 
taminating influence of politics. The 
purpose of the State Legislature in 
providing that candidates for Judge 
of the Supreme Court and the Courts 
of Apreal should be nominated by 
convention called solely for that pur- 

ose, was in order that those candi- 

ates might be raised above the level 
of practical and personal politics. 

“And yet when a political party, or 
a faction of a political party, takes 
from the circuit bench of the State a

which should keep the judiciary free 
from politics as to place a Circuit Judge 
in charge of its campaign, and when any 
Judge of a Circuit Court is so disre- 
gardful of those proprieties which 
should keep the judiciary free and above 
the influence of politics as to take 
charge of the management of a politi- 
cal campaign, he and his party cannot 
expect his decisions upon political ques- 
tions when rendered adverse to the op- 
position to be accepted as the fair and 
honest decision of an impartial Judge. 
“And whatever faults of omission and 
commission in the decisions of political 
questions may be charged against the 
decsions of the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri in the past, they did much to 
wipe out any adverse record by refusing 
to let stand a decision which would 
have placed the stigma of pauperism 
against those brave men who had worn 
the blue, as well as those who had worn 
the gray.”’

enson, &@ lawyer, said to have been a rel-

Assailant of King of “Little

At daybreak Saturday Police Captain 
John Pickel of the North Market Street 
District left Sulphur Springs, 22 miles 
south of St. Louis, in a gasoline launch 
which he had pressed into service as a 
patrol boat to cross the Mississippi 
River to the Illinois shore, where he 
hoped to capture Shaler Nelson, who 
escaped from North St. Louis in a 
shanty boat Wednesday night after 
stabbing William Meyers, the king of 
“Little Oklahoma,” in the latter’s home, 
3400 North Wharf street.

Commenting on the nominations of the Repub- 
lican party for the Municipal Courts the Chicago 
Tribune; Republican newspaper, declares its inde- 
pendence of party obligations to support candidates 
for the bench and advises citizens to vote for the 
men they believe to be best qualified for the office, 
regardless of party affiliations.

We 
knew him as the skilful teller of good tales about New York fire-

“The Smoke Eaters.” Good as these were they did not suggest the grace 
and sustained strength of this essay at novel making, “Don-aDreams” 
is as quaint as its title. It is realistic in the big sense—the right sense, not 
mucky, not lurid but true. Don, the hero, is a strange boy to his parents; 
he doesn’t fit his Canadian home; his mother continually regards him with 
anxiety and for all her love gets very little closer to him than does his 
father who finds everything the boy does worthy only of blame. The girl 
who wins his heart will fail to win your affection, but throughout the story 
of his love your sympathy for Don will be keen, but when he marries the 
wrong girl you will be convinced that he needs her for his soul’s discipline.

HE fourth edition of a little book 
Ge by C. T. Stockwell, entitled ‘‘The 

' Evolution of Immortality,’ has 
been published by James H. West Co.. 
Boston. It a book educa‘éd, 
thoughtful readers, basing its argument 
On the facts of biology and embryology. 
One can imagine with what scorn men 
like Ernest Haeckel would view such 
an attempt. In the current number of 
the University Digest is a condensation 
of Haeckel’s views, from his “Riddle of 
the Universe,’’ and his dictum on this 
problem is that all proof of immortality 
has been “definitely annulled by the 
scientific criticism of the last few dee- 
ades.”’ 

It is certain that materialism, or nat- 
uralism, as it is now called, was never 
so thoroughly intrenched. If the advo- 
cates of ‘‘athanatism,”’ or a life beyond 
the grave, are to hold their own, it 
must necessarily be through meeting 
the naturalists on their own ground, 
and showing that the facts of biology 
do not necessarily preclude the possi- 
bility of a future existence, The writer 
of this book has made such an attempt. 
It is, however, only seml-scientific. The 
writer takes too many things for grant- 
ed, as in his assertion that ‘‘where mo- 
tion is found there must be will behind 
it."
